THE KAISER’S DREAMS. 


Che Kaiser's dreams of sea power—a fair 
reality now—are the subject of an extremely 
interesting article by Mr. Archibald Hurd in 
the ‘Nineteenth Century.”In these days, when 
there is so much talk of the naval rivalry of 
Germany and Great Britain, it “gives one to 
think” that the Emperor’s naval inspiration 
came from England, and that he is a British 
Admiral. Mr. Hurd says :—‘Old residents of 
Portsmouth still remember a boy whom they 
occasionally saw walking about the dockyard 


looking at the ships with admiration and rapt 


attention. His greatest delight seemed to be to 
watch the great ironclads moving in and out 
of Spithead. Sometimes he would find his way 
on board vessels of the Royal Navy. This

the flag of the North German Confederation, 
a striking design of black and white and rej _ 
which is to-day the emblem of the Kaiser’s 
growing Navy, were so weak that they could 
take little part in the conflict, and France 
was able to blockade the North Sea coast 
with impunity. The memory of these recent 
events was still fresh in the mind of the future 
Emperor when he visited England and watch. 
ed the activities of the British Navy, with 
its far-flung squadrons in all the Seven Neas, 
protecting day by day, not only the Mother- 
land from fear of invasion, but safeguardiny 
all her oversea possessions. He determined 
that he too would have a great fleet when he 
succeeded to the throne of the German Empire. 
This is no imaginary picture of the ideas 
which were taking root in the mind of the 
ruler of the German Empire of today. He 
once confessed that from his earliest youth 
upwards—‘from the day when I ran about as 
boy in Portsmouth Dockyard’—he had been 
greatly interested in British ships... The 
German fleet as it will exist less than ten 
years hence as a war force, probably second 
only in power to that of Great Britain, wil! 
be recognised as the most amazing achieve- 


‘{ment in statecraft ever accomplished by a 


single man, for the fleet will be literarily the 
Emperor's personal creation... A few years 
ago he referred with some pride to the per- 
sistency with which he had pursued his aims 
in spite of popular disfavour. At the launch 
of the Kaiser Karl der Grosse he said, ‘If the 
increase in the Navy which I demanded with 
urgent prayers had not been consistently 
refused me during the first eight years of my 
reign—I did not even ‘escape derision and 
mocking at the time—in how different a 
manner should we now be able to promote 
our prosperous commerce and our interests 
oversea,’ He had to wait for many years 
before he saw his dreams reaching fruition. 

“As the British Parliament is the mother 
of all popular representative institutions, so 
the Br,tish Navy is the mother of navies. If 
the records of most of the great fleets of the 
world are searched it will be found that in 
greater or less degree they owe their birth to 
the more or’ less direct assistance of British 
naval officers, ofttimes acting with the direct 
authority of the British Admiralty—while in 
every fleet in the world even to-day may be 
found ships designed by British brains and 
constructed of British material by the skilled 
craftsmen of these islands. It was to England 
that Peter the Great came to watch the ship- 
building on the Thames, and it was with a 
large body of British mechanics that he 
returned to Russia to create a fleet with which 
to defend his Empire and extend its borders 
at the point of the gun, The prestige of the 
Russian Navy in the seventeenth century was 
due entirely tothe skill and daring of Scots- 
men. The Greigs of four generations, Admiral 
Elphinstana Tard Duffus Gordon, and = 
number of other Scotsmen entered the service 
of the Tsar and did splendid service, and some 
of the descendants of these pioneers of the 
Russian Navy may still be traced in the 
fleet, while at Barrow in- Furness even to-day a 
mighty cruiser for the Tsar's new fleet is under 
construction. The American Navy was, of 
course, of distinctly British origin ; so were 
the fleets of many of the South American. 
Republics; while, as everyone knows,the 
seeds of the sea power of Japan were sown by 
British naval officers, including, first and fore- 
most, Admiral Sir Archibald 3 and 
the excellence to which the Chinese Naty once 
attained was also due to British instruction 
under a Scotsman, Admiral Lang. 

“In the case of the modern German fleet the 
British Admiralty had little part in its upbuild- 
ing, but British naval power fired the imagina- 
tion of the Kaiser, and it was a kindly present 
made years ago by King William the Fourth 
to the then King of Prussia; which first 
directed the Kaiser’s thoughts towards the sea. 
When the present Emperor was a boy one of 
his favourite recreations was to sail a beautiful 
model of a British frigate on the lake at 
Potsdam. This little ship, of excellent work- 
manship, was sent as a present to the then 
ruler of Prussia early in the last century by 
our sailor King, and was a never-failing source 
of pleasure to the present German Emperor as 
a youth. From his earliest years at home and 
in England the future ruler’s aspirations were 
always towards the sea, and we can now see 
that his dreams of later years, which have 
taken such tangible shape, were largely due to 
those vivid impressions of sea power which he 
obtained during his visits to England, and 
which reached their climax in 1889 when 
Queen Victoria, on the occasion of his visit 
to the Cowes Regatta, conferred on him the 
unique rank of Admiral of the Fleet. Though 
other foreign princes and monarchs have since 
been made honorary officers of the British Navy, 
the German Emperor remains to-day the only 
officer holding supreme rank. The commission 
conferred upon the Kaiser was purely honorary, 
but his Majesty has never concealed the pride 
with which he dons the British uniform with 
its deep gold cuffs and cocked hat, and he can 
boast that he is the only ruler of a foreign 
state who has ever commanded the British 
Navy in modern times,” 

There is much else in Mr, Hurd’s excellent 
article which shows how closely he has followed 
the Kaiser’s career as a British Admiral, and 
the creator of the Navy which in ten years 
time it is expected will be second only to the 
British, ,

EARTHQUAKE SHOCKS IN

REGISTERED AT OBSERVATORY. 


The Servian Government has received very 
favourable reports from the delegates despatch- 
ed to Egypt for the purpcse of finding a new 
market for Servian prodace. The delegates 
‘report that live stock can be easily forwarded, 
vié Salonica, to’ Egypt. Steamship companies 
have already come forward with favourable 
offers of transport, and a trial consignment 
will shortly be despatched: abroad. 

In this connection, our Constantinople Cor- 
respondent writes:—M. Trajan Gifkovich, 
drsgoman of the Servian Legation, bas left for 
Salonica, where he will join Dr. Mica Popovich, 
ex-Servian Finance Minister, and will after- 
wards proceed with him to Egypt. Dr. Popo- 
vich’s journey to’ Egypt is in connection with 
finding a market for Servian cattle, ‘owing to 
the closing of the ‘Austrian frontier to Servian 
exports. Dr. Popovich, who will enter into 
direct relations with the importers in Egypt

SUPPRESSION OF AN 
REBELLION, 


INCIPIENT 


A correspondent of the “Standard” at 
Khartoum egends the following to his paper :— 

As there seems to be a great deal of mis- 
understanding in England of what may be 
termed “the ‘l'elodi affair,” it is only fair, for 
the sake of the British officers employed and 
for the credit of the Sadan Government, that 
the whole trath should be told. The story, as 
publi-hed in the papera, and repeated with 
great gasto in other places, was briefly as 
follows:—An Arab tribe in South Kordofan 
treacherously mardered 40 soldiers at a native 
dance, and proceeded at once to attack the 
Government post at Telodi, 
besieged. Government troops were promptly 
despatched from El-Obeid, and relieved, the 
beleagaered garrison—the impression evidently 
left on the mind of the British public being 
that this was achieved with superior machine 
gaons, etc., which mowed down the enemy, 
slaying 3&0, withoat a single casualty occurring 
on onr side. 

Within the last few days many of the officers 
engaged in the expedition have passed throogh 
Khartoum on their way home. For the credit 
of the administration in the Sodan the true 
version shonld.be made known. Here it is :— 

At the extreme south of Kordofan Province, 
in sight of the White Nile, there is a series of 
isolated hills of varions sizes, called Nuba, 
inhabited by one of the finést negro tribes in 
this part of Africa, From time immemorial 
they have been raided by the Arabs, who live 
all round them. The inaccessibility of the 
fastnesses and the bravery of the Nubas alone 
have prevented the extinction of the race. 
Nevertheless, a certain nomber of them were 
carried away every year in the old slave trad: 
ing days and sent north ; in fact, some of the 
Arab tribes in South Darfour and Kordofan 
took conncil together and allotted to eaeh 
eee the exclusive right of raiding certain 

ills. 


All this was stopped as soon as we took over 
that part of the Sa in 1899, but every now 
and then the old raiding spirit comes into the 
Arabs, and complaints are made to the Govern- 
ment. In order to put a atop to the raiding in 
this province — which, by the way, is nearly as 
large as France—s Government post was 
established at Telodi, garrisoned by a small 
detachment of Sudanese troors under native 
officers, and, as arale, an English inspector. 
This move rather checkmated the raiding and 
nonplussed the Arabs. However, the people 
who first showed resentment at the presence 
of the Government were not Arabs, but a 
mixed breed of Arab and negro who freed 
themselves from the Homr tribe a few years 
ago. 

These people, as is often the case with a 
mixed breed, inherit the vices of both parente, 
with none of their good points. Their scheme 
was to destroy the Government post, capture 
the gons ang ammunition of the troops, and 
raid the country round, their expectation 
being that the Homr (for whom there lingers 
a kindred feeling) wou'd join them. They 
chose a most opportune time—just before the 
rains—when they thought it would be impos- 
sible to move troops from El-Obeid. With 
every appearance of friendliness they asked 
the troops to a “deluka,” a native dance ; and 
while this was in full swing they, at a given 
signal, speared the ‘anarmed soldiers, killing 
thirty-nine, ths bodies being afterwards muti- 
lated with inexpressible ferocity. They then 
tried, unsuccessfally, to rush the garrison at 
Telodi, but only succeeded in hemming them 
in. 

In the meanwhile an Egyptian cflicer who 
had escaped the massacre galloped away to 
one of the Naba hills belonging to a ehief 
named Eliri, and this man, collecting a large 
force of Nubas, some armed with spears end 
some with antiqaated rifles, marched to the 
relief of the garrison. Some of the best soldiers 
in the Sudanese regiments are Nabas, origin- 
ally belonging to these mountains. Add to 
this fact the hatred the inhabitants of these 
mountains have for these mixed-breed raidere, 
and the eagerness of the Nabas can be easil 
understood. After a fierce fight, in whio 
the lozses were heavy on both sides, the freed 
slaves of the Homr retreated to the lower 
slopes of one of the mountains. Then came 
the question : What next ? The Homr Arabs, 
some of the most powerful in the district, and 
akin to the rebels and other raiding tribes— 
who have yet to explain to the Government 
some of last year’s raids—were anxious to 
join the outbreak if they but dared. 

The raing came on, and very heavy march‘ 
ing—sometimes wading knee-deep through 250 
miles of flooded country—tried both camels 
andmep. As soon as the Arabs knew troops 
were on the march, in spite of the rains, they 
at once showed unbounded loyalty to the Go- 
verpment, and the Nubas were delighted when 
the troops appeared. These irregalar forces, 
co-operating with the troops, attacked the 
enemy on the hill in a kind of guerilla fight 
amid the rock and caves; and after a combat 
lasting about fcur hours some 200 prisoners 
were taker. 


The number of killed on the day of the fight 
is not known. The three hundred and fifty 
mentioned is the total in the continual fights 
between the combined forces of the Telodi gar- 
rison and the Nubas, and the rebels, from the 
day of the massacre to the arrival of the 
troops on Jnne 14, a period of about 20 days. 
It was anything but a bloodless victory on our 
side. A large number of oor friendlies must 
have been killed in the hand-to-hand encounter, 
while a sergeant in the Camel Corps was 
killed, and ten more were badly wounded in 
addition to those massacred in the treacherous 
onslaught at the dance. 

The results of the expedition are altogether 
satisfactory. A check has been put on raiding; 
the Arabs have learnt that at no time in ths 
year are they at liberty to do as they like ; the 
Nubas, and further west, the Di:kas, can live 
in safety, knowing that they bave such strong 
protectior. Instead of sreering and carping 
at these fights with “nonprotected sa i, 
and irreeponsible language without knowledge, 
or facetious comparisons with ‘Congo atro- 
cities,” those in positions of anthority would do 
well to wait for farther information before 
criticising men who, in the swelte :

Jadging by the somewhat oniform trend of 
these articles it is safe to suppose that there 
is method in the minds of those who inspire 
them, and that their apperrance at the present 
time bas some definite object in view.

Germany’s interests are increasing in the Near 
Bast, and it has become one of the leading 
points of German policy in the Orient that the 
sovereignty of the Sultan shall not be im- 
pogned. 

These and similar comments are highly 
provocative, and one is at aloss to determine 
what possible object they can have in view. 
This important section of the German Press 
which is exerting itself to make the British 
position in Egypt a matter of hostile attack 
does not seem to recognise that British policy 
on the Nile is immutable, and that no British 
Foreign Minister of any party can permit it to 
be called in question or challenged by Ger- 
many. (‘Daily Telegraph’).
